Ifii Great Tribute. 

"■The whole constitutes a magnifi- 
.■cent pile of buildings, ' and owing to 
4he diiHcnlty of getting a good point 
ioi vi'3"\v'> the premises are really far 
miora imposing than they appear in 
the plrotograiDhs. Entering the audit- 
orium from Hastings Street, you find 
yourself in one of the handsomest and 
inost np-to-date buildings of its kind 
(that I have ever seen in the Salvation 
[Army, and that is saying a good deal. 
■One can sit in comfort and hear and 
eee ■with ease, while the color schema 
ia most restful to the eye. 

."There is seating accommodation 
Sor nearly GOO people and which is so 
arranged, that with the sloping floor, 
rthe officer lias splendid control of the 
;whole congregation. 
^n Admirable Suggestion. 

"Ths Errethod of 'fixing the ohaiia 
also grefitly pleased me. Instead of 
jnailinS ^^® chairs together on a strip 
J ■w'ood, a. grooved strip is fastened 
the fl-ooi". into which the back legs 
iof the chaira are placed. This arrange- 
ment keeps them rigidly in place, at 
jthe sam^ time enabling each chair 
Ito be handled separately.

These, I understand, are being "out 

in." 

"The building has three storie.s, sir, 

to what use will the other Hours be 

placed?" 

"On the second floor, to wliicli you 
ascend by a vei'y broad and nice 
stairway, are located the Provinciai 
Headquarters, wliieh coiisitft of a 
splendid suite of rooms, alfording 
magnificent aoaommodation for tbe 
Provincial Staff, also for the Immi- 
gration Staff. 

"There is also, on this floor, a very 
commodious room, capable of acconi- 
modating, say a hundred and twenty 
persona, vdiich will do admirably 
for councils and special soldiers 
gatherings. At tlie back of this is 
situated a beautiful suite of airy, 
healthful living rooms for tlie offlccia 
of the corps. 

For the Juniors, 

"The third floor contains a magnifi- 
cent Junior Hall, capable of seating 
oppioximately, three hundred Juniors, 
together witli the various class rooms 
required for a well-equipped Junior 
Wprli,-- This floor contains, also, a 
suite of offlcer''s rooms, which in view 
of tlio growing Junior 'SV'ork, inay, in 
the daya to come, be utilized in con- 
nection with the Young People's oper- 
ations. 

"It will be noticed that the fact of 
a floor being between tlie Junior and 
Senior halls, makes it possible for 
Junior and Senior meetings to be 
conducted at the same time without 
disturbing each other. 

"The building will be heated by tha- 
■ hot water system. 

"This ia all splendid. Commissioner, 
how is the corps progressing, gener- 
ally?" 

Successful Corps Work, 

"Very well indeed. The^f have had 
several notable cases of conversion 
lately, while the attendances are ex- 
cellent." 

"In the press message received for 
the 'War Cry," reference was made to 
a probable Silver Band for Vancouver. 
Is that likely to come to pass?" 

"Exceedingly likely, seeing that 
■while I was there, the order was defin- 
itely placed with me for a full set of 
the best Silver-plated Instramenta, 
for the band of the Seniors. A silver 
Band at Vancouver will be an accom- 
plished fact justi aa soon as the Trade 
Secretary can Supply them. Moreover, 
I unde'rstand a proposal has been 
made, which has met with vary favor- 
able consideration, for the instru- 
ments they now have to be handed 
over to t]ie Juniors, . so that it is mora 
than likely that Vancouver, bo far 
away in the "West, will be the first 
Junior Corps in the territory to hava 
a brass band, 

The Hotel WelcomB. 

"What about the Hotel, sir?" 
i'lhis building, -wiiiGli ia deaignatad, 



',The Hotel, Welcome," and faces on 
Gore Avenue, immediately to the rear 
of the Auditoririni, is a magnificent 
up-1o-date structure, and ha.s accom- 
modation for over a hundred people. 
"The basement, which is beautifully 
lighted, lofty and airy, will probably 
be utilized for men from lumber 
cainx)3 and such places, who need a 
little triuuniug up and fixing., before 
they take ordinary hotel accommo- 
dation. Tlio basement posnossiia a 
separate entrance, with niagnificeut 
bathing nnd crematorium facilities. 
A portion of this area, ab.^ohitely sep- 
arate from the vest, is to be u.sed as a 
sitting room for those who use the 
hotel proper. 

"On tlie first floor are the bu.«iness 
offices of the hotel. A spacious and 
convenient reading room, together 
■with a number of smaller rooms. 

"The second and third floors are all 
divided into rooms for lodgers— the 
prices ranging from a dollar and a 
quarter per week and upwards. On 
each flour are splendid lavatory ar- 
rangements, with shower baths and 
otlier conveniences for the use of the 
hotel fvequeiitera. Every one who haa 
seen this institution, is immeusely 
plea.^ed with it. As the hotel meets a 
f;reat need, it wiU be, doubtless, suc- 
oes.sliil from the start." 

"British Columbia, no doubt, is 
sharing in the influx of population. 
Commissioner, liave you any facilitina 
for increasing the accommodation if 
necessary?" 
Suggested Enlargements. 

"Yes, I may say that before tho 
building was opened, Brigadier Smee- 
ton and Statt-Captain Collier hod sub- 
mitted .suggestions for the enlargement 
of the place, and no doubt it will be 
interesting to your readers to know 
that there are facihties for enlarge- 
ment at reasonable cost. In fact, we 
could easily put one or two mora 
stories on the present hotel, while 
the utilization of the space on the 
magnificent roof of the Auditorium 
building would enable "us to accommo- 
date quite double aa many men. 

"I may say, that I think Brigadier 
Smeeton and StaH-Captains Collioi- 
and Hayes, in fact, everybody who has 
had anything to do with this propo.gi- 
tion. should be congratulated, and 
you may, I ,am sure, look forward to 
getting splendid reports of a grea.t 
work being done in this mighty city." 
"I should like to ask— 
"Not another question just now. 
I have lots more to say if I bad the 
time, but at this juncture I must bid 
you adieu." 
And the interviewer fled, leaving the 
■ field to the General Secretary.

Rev. Dr. Pi-aser, Eev. Dr. Wiiittington, 
Dr. Boggs, E. Buohan, E.-.-Aldennai 
Rogers. C. A Lett, besides Commis- 
siouer Coombs, Brigadier Smeeton, 
Pvovmeial Ofhoer lor B. 0. and the 
Yukon; Staff-Captain Collier, and 
many other officers of the Army, iu- 
cluciing the rnembers of the band 

Eev. Dr. Whittingtou led in prayer. 
.Uien Bngachei Smeeton related soma 
interestmg remiiiicences of the old 
. '^i^T X *;, ' "^^^'"^y "1 Vancouver. He 
told of the first Headquarters, -tka. 
barracks on Carrall Street, whicli had"-- 
to bo, hastily vacated whenever a 
tiieatncnl company cmne along. Then 
they had had their quarters on Hu.st- 
ings Street. Fifteen montlis ago they 
had tried to secure some property for 
tho purpose of erecting new quarters 
but they had found prices too high 
fhey were beginning to feel disoour- 
aged, when they heard that the 
Windsor Hotel was for sale. At first 
tlie price at wihich it was offered had 
seemed too large for them to give. So 
he (the Brigadier) had wired the Com- 
niisioner, who had come all the way 
from Toronto to personally consider 
the matter. He had finally decided 
that the hotel should be bought, and 
that Headquarters should arrange to 
lend the local corps $10,000 to help 
them out. As yet the building was 
not complete, but they had hastened 
the opening ceremonies in order to 
have the Commissioner with them. 
When the Men's Hotel was finislisd 
they thought that they would have 
one of the finest buildings in Canada 
He thanked Mr. Gib.=ion and the other 
gentlemen on the platform for their 
sympathy in the work. 

Just Beginning. 

Mr. Gibson, who was ' the next 
speaker, said he could remember the 
time when the Army was just begin- 
ning ita work. How General Booth 
had been looked upon with amuse- 
ment, and then with contempt, and 
how he had kept on until he had re- 
ceived toleration, admiration and 
finally respect. He thought that one 
effect of the Army was the influence it 
was having on other Christian denom- 
inatdon.s. The people were clamoring 
just now for homesteads, but when the 
land was occupied they must remem- 
ber to, have Christ in it as well. Tjis 
luost prosperous country would fiiii 
if it were without religious principles. 
After congratulating the Army on tha 
success of their work, lie briefly Intro-, 
duced Commissioner Coombs.

Commissioner Coombs commenced 
by .saying how glad he was to be pr«3r 
ent that afternoon. : He , congratuRted 
the local corps of the Army on their 
splendid new building, and briefly 
described the arrangenients. for -tha 
benefit of those who had not inspected 
them. He was glad ta. see that ampla . 
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arrangements had been nmde for the 
chihhtu. He sonietimcs ioiind tlieiii 
riiiiiei- a disturbing element at his 
mueliiigs; but tliey ^Ye^e to be two 
Hifiiti away in iliis new buildiiij;, uo 
tl)eir nois(3 would not wake mueli 
diii'ereiiee. 

The Hotel, Welcome. 

It hud been decided to call the 
Wen's Hotel the Hulel Welcome. The 
work to be curried on there was just 
beginning. VVlien iioeessary, they 
C'juid iiici'eu.'^e its aceonnnodiition. 
Teople had t^aid that, they did not 
l;non- ^^'hy the Salvation Aiiuy .sliould 
liuv sucli'a i;ood ijosiiion. \Miy were 
tliey uot in ?o!iie out-ol-rhe-way ijlaee? 
He" thought that llie Salvation Army 
and the Cluiich of God should have 
the be.st ijo.-itujus obtainable in aiiy 
city. 

Hotel.? -were always given gooil 
position;;!, so why not the Chureiie.s? 
He hoped that some day thei-e would 
be as many Churches as there were 
hotels in a city. 

I'lie Counni.ssioiier then plunged into 
some iutere.sting reanniscences. After 
wliieli he resuuied lus seat amid ring- 
iiig ai)j)lause. 

Chairman Gibson then referred to 
the fact that there was nruch .splendid 
work ijeing done by the Army in Van- 
couver. It was line work, and they 
were doing it untiringly and un- 
Eelllshly. 

Splendid Collection. 

The generous way in which 'th-j 
colloolLOu was taken up was a .sur- 
prise to those present who were coui- 
parative strangers to the Army. The 
liiOJicy, and promises to that effect, 
caaie in m notes varyijig from $6.9U 
to $00.00, and considering that none 
of those present, or at any rate, very 
few, oomd have been biessed with 
very extensive means, their splendid 
response to the call which so many 
otliers are apt to , disregard or but in- 
difiereutiy lieed, wouki nave aiiordcd 
a striking les.son to their wealthier 
neigh bo VH wtio worship God in cush- 
ioned pews.

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EDITOR'S NOTE —This is a most interesting pef sonal study 
of the General by Mf, F, A McKenzie, a ■well.'known London 
journalist, and shows how the General is able to accomplish so 
much as he does, 

The way in which the CTCncral ar- 
ranges his days so that he can ac- 
complish so much is wortli atleirtion. 
The first secret of his life is sim-. 
plicity, aud the second is the art of 
leaving every .secondary detail to hi.s 
as.sistunts, and yet himself keejjing a 
grip over the heart of his work. If 
you visit his personal room at the 
Headquarters in Queen Victoria Street 
you will not find a book, a x>fipei'. o'^ 
a document there save those which 
have to do with the affair of tlie 
moment. A big, firm table, a number 
of maps on the walls, mid. an easy 
chair or two complete his equipment. 

Fie lives in a little house at Hadley 
Wood, a house that would be rented 
at no more than ,?300 a year. The 
rooms are .scantily furnished with the 
old-fashioned goods that he had when 
he was a young Methodist minister. 
Flore he sleeps, when not traveling, 
out of the noise of London. 

Up to a few years ago he started 
his day. with a cold bath, and made a 
point of working for two or three

the past twelve months. Since June, 
1806 he has addressed about 900 in- 
door gatherings, and countless meet- 
ings in the open-air. At each of these 
assemblies he has been the one out- 
standing figure, the centre of emotion 
and enthusiasm. His public addresses 
have averaged over one a day. Most , 
orators think that a speech to a great 
assembly is in itself an exharwting 
day's work, only rarely to be under-_^ 
taken. 

He has written and published in tlie 
year something like 200,000 words. 
Even while on his way home from: 
lama, he has dictated 30,000 words of 
a nook. 

He has traveled over 35,500 miles 
by land and sea, including a motor' 
tour of 1,500 miles within tlie year. 
Sovereigns He has Met. 

He has been received by the King 
and Queen of Denmark, the King of 
Norway, the Queen' oi Sweden, and 
the Emperor of Japan. Eminent men 
of all kinds have conferred with him, 
from Irnperial statesmen to Japanese 
coinmandera. He has,. also had the • 
daily supervision of his Ariny, the, 
task which claims his first attention.' 
No movement of any importance 
takes place among Salvationists in 
any part of the world without his fir-st 
being consulted, and hia consent se-- 
cured. He still guides his soldiets 
from New Zealand to Iceland. ^^A 



hours before breakfast. Since he be- 
came a septuagenarian, however, the 
cold bath has been eut off, together 
with the early morning work. At 
half-past seven comes breakfast— tea 
and toast, with sometimes an egg. 
The tea is strong, and is made half 
with milk. By not later than eight 
o'clock he is at -work, writing, dictat- 
ing, or interviewing. 

The Simple Life. 

Hia food is simplicity itself. He 
neither smokes'' nor drinks. For sev- 
eral years he haa been a vegetarian, 
not as a matter of principle, but be- 
cause he finds that it suits him. The 
mid-day meal, the chief one of the 
day, consists of a vegetable soup, a 
vegetable dish, and maccaioni and 
cheese, or rice pudding, or a baked 
apple. At four o'clock comes another 
cup of tea, with bread and butter or 
a scone, and later ih the evening the 
final meal, often nothing but bread 
and milk. 

'He always, if possible, takes ashort 
rest after tlie mid-day dinner. He 
: has kept this up for many years, and 
beliBves that it , largely contributes 
to his staying power during the latter 
portiofi of the day.. Dinner over, ha 
goes to his room, and' lies down for 
a quarter of an hour or tAventy min- 
utes, in the dark. . 

While he does not give food much 
thought, he devotes an amount of ut- 




tention to certain personal details 
which would surprise some. He' is 
careful that his clothes are dry, and 
that he does uot stand in a draught 
while .speaking at his meetings, .An 
assi.staut has traveled with him for 
many years v/lio sees to it that when 
he goes on to the platform the con- 
ditions are right, the platform is tlie 
right height, the reading desk in the 
best position, the lights so that they 
do not shine in his eyes, and so on. 
He has learned, and his pedple have 
learned, that it is the little trials 
and nerve .strains that often take 
more out of a man than the great 
efforts. General Booth would prob- 
ably barely notice any inconvenience 
if he had to live for a month on dry 
biscuits, but he would find it hard to 
endure speaking with a chandelier 
flashing in his eyes, or sitting still in 
clothes damp with perspiration. 

From eight in the morning until 
about eleven in the evening, the old 
General remains constantly busy, 
save for the brief afternoon nap. 
Even when in train or steamer 
he will not rest; and his com- 
panions tell how when he w.is 
once traveling through the Red 
Soa — where most men are limp and 
exhausted with the heat — he kept on 
at some literary work all day, as 
though he had been at home. 

Preparation of Addresses. 

When he has an important address 
to give lie devotes much time to it. 
He begins by writing half a dozen 
headiugs. These he elaborates, and 
then, it may be a day or two after, 
he calls in his shorthand writer and 
dictates the address. Fie takes the 
typewritten copy aud prunes and re- 
vi.sea it, polishing up the style, select- 
ing the words, and so on. This is re- 
copied, and often again worked over 
aud re-coJ)ied once more. Then in 
the end the General goes on the plat- 
form with his wliole tlicnie cleaiiy in 
his mind. There is no need for him 
to look at his type-script, for he knows 
what he is going to say. 

Part of the day is given to reading. 
He will study anything that can shed 
a light on his knowledge of man. He 
is a close student of history, ancient 
and modern. Of the two books he 
has from Mudie's, one will usually be 
a review, and the other historical, 
biographical, or military. Eoberta's 
"Forty-One Years in India," Ian 
Hamilton's "Diary of a Staff Officer," 
and similar books appeal strongly to 
him. He is not a very great news- 
paper reader. 

It is usually eleven and sometimes 
later before the old man goes to bed. 
Bed- in his case does uot always mean 
sleep. When troubles arise and diffi- 
culties crop up, as they often must 
in a work so great as his, he tosses 
about hour after hour- in the darkness. 
An electric bell aiways connects him 
during the night with his shorthand 
writer, and at times the General, de- 
spairing of sleep, calls his assistant 
up and dictates for hour after hour 
when all the rest of the world is sunk 
in slumber. 

The old General is higlily strung 
and sensitive. Eecently in a moment 
of self-illumination he explained how 
he had :to do violence to all his feel- 
ings and ijersonal desires in parading 
himself ever before the world. Those 
who depict him as hardened and, in- 
sensitive under the, strain of his life 
mistake the man. Quick to move, he 
is also quick to be moved. "I cannot 
sleep for thinking of these poor 
wretches," he once exclaimed when 
talking of the misery in one quarter 
of Loudon. Misery touches liim gen- 
uinely.

From a Salvation Army standpoint 
it is equally pronounced. Tlie fact of 
Coraniissioner and Mrs. Coombs being 
oar leaders, too, has caused many eyes 
to be {ocnssed on Canada, as every- 
where we were burdened with enquir- 
ies, and numbers volunteered to come 
at a moment's notice if the reinforco- 
ments were wanted. The Commis- 
sioner's kindly thouglit for his officers 
is cherished as a fond remembrance, 
wliile the restoration of iVIrs. Coombs' 
health and her active service was very 
gratifying to many. 

To attempt to convey the love and 
Salvation greetings of the Chief of the 
Staff and a host of prominent officers 
and others to our Commissioner and 
Canadian comrades would involve 
considerable time and trouble, hence, 
I must use this means of performing 
that pleasing duty.

Six linotypes and an 
army of compositors, constitute the 
composing section. The press room 
has a whole array of maeliihes of 
various sizes and styles, while the 
new "War Cry" machine is a mag- 
nificent product of human genius. It 
is certainly a model printing estab- 
lishment, splendidly . managed, and 
the cleanest and most sanitary ef any 
that has come mider my observation. 

We cross what may be termed a 
small quadrangle, to ihe other wing 
of the pile of buildings, and here our 
attention is absorbed by the intricate 
processes the various parts undergo, 
and the numerous hands through 
which they pass ere they appear as a 
cornet, a euphonium, or something 
else— ultimately destined to make 
for the Bpiritvial edifioatjion or 
otherwise of people far distant- 
according to the performer wdio will 
manipulate it. We heave a sigh that 
this particular instrument may be for- 
tunate, and that its owner, will know 
how to rightly estimate its value and 
its capacity.

An Officious Policeman Snubbed. 

On a recent Sunda,y evening thei 
Chief of Police asked Ensign WalBh„;

An 
alderman, who had liHa,rd there wna 
going to be trouble, stopiied us on the 
street and told us to go a,Uead, ,'uid ho 
would look after a lawyer if necessary^ 
So we marched to the same open-uii, 
stand, and had hardly stopped when 
the Ensign was beckoned away by a 
police Captain in plain clothes, and 
put under arrest; our friendly alder- 
man, however, went over a.iid insisted 
on bailing him out b.:'caii,su of ths 
Ensign's wife and baby. Naturally, 
tliLs outrage aroused public opinion, 
and censure of it was heard on all 
sides. The Chief threatened to artesfi 
the whole crowd the next night, and 
our soldiers were thoroughly aroused 
and prepared to go to jail; but before 
meeting time, tlie Mayor, who had 
been out of the city, caine with the 
city Attorney to our lia,il and apolo-, 
gized to the Ensign tor the iucidonti.

while he was Mayor. He then 
followed the open-air and wdien the 
collection was -asked for threw S2.00 
on the drum. So ended the skirinishl 
at Alton, and the Army is on top.

THE WELCOME HOME DEMONSTRATION IN THE 
ROYAL ALBERT HALL, 



The Generid's Welcome Home v;hs celebrated on Thursday, June 2Tth, 
by a great thanksgiving meeting in the Royal Albert Hall. It was a sujiera 
demonstration. Over twelve thousand people are .said to have been pre.-:;- 
ent. In some ways the scene was such a.-i even the Salvation Aimy has not 
known before. Everywhere the mammoth hall was suitably bedecked in 
Japanese fashion, and ahnost everyone present wore a big golden crys- 
anthenmm. But even more remarkable than the decorations was the in- 
flux of fashionable folic, who made the boxes flutter with, finery and 
cheered the Army's bsloved Leader hardly les,s heartily than the Salvatioii- 
ists themselves. Apart from prominent representatives of society it was 
Bignificeut that no fewer than live members of the Japanese Embassy were 
present. 

Scarcely has anything been heard in the Albert Hall like the shout that 
went up when tlie General, clad in academic robes, first appeared at tlie 
great entrance door. Chcei-ily waving his doctor's hat in his own fashion, 
he nmrclied bii.skly up to the pl.atform amid terrific clieering, attended 
by the Chief of the Staff and Mrs. Booth and a number of prominent officers. 

The proceedings throughout were marked by e.xtraordinary enthusiasm. 
The Chief conducted, and spoke brielly and pointedly, as also did Commis- 
sioner Nicol and Colonel Higgius^ who accompanied the General on his re- 
cent tour. 

But the event of the evening was the address ol the Genernl, who di- , 
lated upon the achievenients of his hi test jouniey, his remarks being 
punctuated by hearty cheers. 

In c:;nclusion, the General notedthe opening up of Korea, and he added 
siguiiicantly, "tho iippeaiance of China on the horizon."

Those who received the honors. on tliia 
occasion were Prince A)t'hur of Con- 
nought, the .TPrime Minister, tire Lord 
Chancellor, the Speaker, Sir B. Grey, 
the Archbishop of Armagh, Sir Evelyn 
W'ood, the American Ambassador, 
"Mark Twain," Mr. Eudyard Kipling

The following extracts from the Lon- 
don papers just to hand, show that 
all) agreed the reception given to th3 
General was of the heartiest and most 
spontaneous character. 

"The Daily Telegraph's" report is 
particularly full and instructive. Our 
contemporary says : — 

"If the great ceremony of yesterday 
be any criterion, there is a new and 
widened life of activity opening for 
Oxford with the installation of Lord 
Curzon as the new Chancellor. , Never 
before has the annual list of honorary 
doctors in the various faculties con- 
tained so many or such important 
names, and the vastly extended field 
from which the new Doctors are this 
year drawn promises well for the 
future usefulness of our senior univer- 
sity. The occasion was felt by every 
one to be of unusual interest, and long 
before the hour appointed foi the 
opening of the Convocation, the great 
half-circles of the Bheldonian were 
crowded, and the floor of the theatre, 
reserved for graduates, was a dense 
mob from side to side, only a small 
gangway up the centre being kopt 
clear for the various processions. 

"Soon after eleven o'clock, the 
Chancellor, preceded as usual, by eis: 
bedels and accompahied by the Heb- 
domadal Councillors, Heads oi Houses 
and others, took his place on the 
throne which figures prominently iu 
the centre of Sheldon's theatre, and 



announced with due formality the 
opening of this special annual com- 
memoration of the benefactors and 
founders of the University. At oum 
tho list of new doctors was submitted 
to the domini doctores present, each 
name in succession being introduoad 
with a few words of eulogy. The 
whole of the proceedings from first to 
last were, of course in Latin. 

Undergraduates' Welcome. 

"It was no ordinary list of course; 
never before havo the honorary doc- 
tors included in one day the Lord 
Chancellor, the Prime Minister, the 
Lord Chief Justice and the Speaker, 
but the importance of the names lies 
in another matter than their official 
representativeness, as was well recog- 
nized by the Convocation." It would 
be a mistake to suppose that the 
undergraduates in the gallery were 
solely responsible for the warm but. 
varying satisfaction expressed as the' 
names of those whom the University 
was delighting to honor were read out 
one by one. But it would be a good 
augury for the future generation had 
this been the case, for a nice discrim- 
ination was often shown, and again 
and again some invaluable worker in 
the seclusion of his library or labora- 
tory received a welcome that betrayed 
full acquaintance with his merits. 
But. both at tliis preliminary subniia- 
Bion of their names aird afterwards as 
each new doctor was led up to the 
space below the Chancellor's tlirono, 
the popularity of four men stood out 
in a most remarkable and, indeed, ex- 
traordinary manner. And first of 
these was General Booth, wJiose 
splendidly-cut head and vigorous 
white hair and beaid, more like a 
major prophet than a iuodem reform- 
ej.% well set off the red and . crimson 
of the D.C.L. robe, which hid the uni- 
form of Hhe Salvation Army.

The Introductory Note is from the 
pen of the . General, and one or two 
extracts stand out in tlie strongest 
contrast to tlie reception which is 
accorded the General iu these days. 
He ^ays : 

"With a nature that has ever 
shrunk irom publicity, I have made 
myself a gazing stocii iir the eyes of 
the world. AVith a sensitive spirit, 
intensely alive in every part to ridi- 
cule, I have been pelted and pierced 
with every shaft of mockery that men 
could irrvent, and followed by every 
conceivable forur of slander and cal- 
umny. Physically delicate and very 
unequal to exhaustive labor, I have 
toiled on, night and day, with little 
cessation, from the hour the Flag was 
first unfurled to the present. By 
God's grace, I have striven to welcome 
the cross as a necessity to the great 
object I have wanted to gain."

Iu his despatch from India, Commis- 
sioner Booth-Tucker gives thi.s inter- 
esting incident: 

"'The Pmijab country is a vast al- 
luvial plain, intersected by the great 
rivers Beas, Sutlej, Ravi, Chenab and 
Jhelum, the waters of which, together 
with those of tlie Indus, are utilized 
by the Government for the purposes 
of irrigation. During the last twelve 
years a tract of two million acres of 
desert land has baen irrigated, colon- 
ized, and ctdtivated; so that, literally, 
the desert has been made to blossom 
as the rose. 

It is interesting to know that the 
engineer in charge of these immense 
itrigatiou works — probably the largest 
in tiie world— has been a Salvationist 
for some twenty years, and that he is 
permitted to wear his badge of mem- 
bership in the execution of his im- 
portant duties. At the conclusion of 
his Government service, which ofi- 
curs next year, he has placed himself 
at the disposal of the GeneraL to 
assist in' one or other of our great 
colonization enterprises." 

Ripe for Salvation. 

"How ripe these people are for sal- 
vation may be judged by the eager- 
ness with wliioh they rusted to thfi 
panitent-form when the invitation 
was given at our , services. On one 
occasion one hundred and one came 
forward to be prayed with) and on. 
; another one hundred and five. At 
the conclusion of one of our services

A Sympathetic People. 

"At Tshoxa we have a splendid 
Bite, right in the midst of the native 
country, although within convenient 
leach of King V?illiani,stown. The 
Chief, or Headman, of the Location 
has promised to get his people to 
assist m making and burning tho 
bricks, so we shall be able to keeji 
down expenses to the lowest possible 
point. The people themselves are all 
vei-j' anxious tnat we should begin. 

"It may be interesting to note here 
that Tshoxa, the proposed site of the 
Training Institution, was, w'hen we 
first Commenced operations there, a 
purely heathen Location. Both Head- 
man and people were classed as 
'red.s,' being the name given to the 
raw heathen from the red blanket they 
carry, and tenaciously cling to as a 
sign that they are not Christians. 
The whole Location is now under onr 
influence. The red blanket is a 
thing of the past. The Headman and 
most of his people are converted and 
enrolled as soldiers, and the Location 
is generally looked upon, as a strik- 
ing evidence of the power of Christ 
to change and regenerate even the 
confirmed heathen. 

"I am pleased to say, too, that the 
work in and around thi.s district, is 
doing well. The success and influence 
of our work at Eidsdel and Tsolo is 
admitted by all. The Headmen in 
both plac53 are Salvationists. A 
short time ago they were compliment- 
ed by the authorities upon the man- 
ner in which they had performed the 
duties of their position, and the good 
order that prevailed upon the Loca- 
tions." 

Good stories abound in this book. 
The following is taken from an ac- 
count of our work in the West Indian 
Islands : — 
A Completed Contract. 

"A woman ^ was recently released 
from the prison here in Kingston 
wlio had served a twelve months' 
terra. She expres.-sed a desiue to go 
to the Army Home, and the authori- 
ties accordingly handed ]ier over. On 
the Saturday following, the man witii 
whom this girl had been living for 
five years previously, came clown to 
King.ston with'the intention of claim- 
ing her. Tills was at first refused; 
but on Sunday night, at a meeting 
conducted by the Colonel and Mrs. 
Lindsay, in the Kingston Men's 
Slrelter, he professed conversion. We 
investigated the ease, and found that 
he was a first-class blacksmith, in 
receipt of good wages, and was really 
anxious to make the woman his wife, 
while she appeared to fully recipro- 
■oate his affection. It was therefore 
arranged at ones that they should be 
married, and in tlie pi-esance of 
Colonel and Mrs. Lindsay, at the 
Headquarters, on the iVIonday morn- 
ing, they were -wedded by Major 
Clifford by special license. They want 
back to Black River, and are now 
• leadinsf a good life. One rotlier in- 
teresting feature was the fact that, 
it bsing Pnrik Holidav. tlie shops were 
shut, and it was impossible to pur- 
chase a wedding ring. Not to be done, 
ho'wevei', Mrs. Lindsay promptly took 
off _ her ring and lent it for the oc- 
casion,, so tha.t; there should be no 
liindraucB to the completion of tlie 
eontract." 

This is a splendidly printed book,

Polished With Dust. 

A "brilliiuit" must possess tifty- 
ciglit "sides" (a fe\v yeiu's ago the 
lowest luunber was sixty-four, for 
tliere are fasliions in diiiniond-cultiui.') 
but a "rose" need only possess twenty- 
four ''sides." Another tlioiigli sligiit 
difference between them is that a 
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The Kimberlcy Diamond Mines. 
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has Iciig' bf n 111 im| it ml one. 
Since the fifrt'eiitli e^'utury. wlieii it 
■was started, it has been 'exteu.~i\-ely 
oarried^ on, ami to-dny, no fewor than 
sixty linns lire regi.stered in Amster- 
daiji as tiiamoiid eiiltiTig nr iiolisliing 
oonipajiies. Some ui the firms le.stiact 
themselves entirely to one jireeess, 
that of dianioud polishing, while 
others ciirvy out the wliole oillie three 
processes, dinniond splitting', diamond 
cutting and diamond jiolisliimr, lu 
one of these lyiiical eoirii.ilete factories 
ninety per cent, of all the many 
thousand.s of rongli nneut diamonds 
received evei-y year, coiiie from South 
Africa, and those principally from 
ihe De Beers mines at Kimberley. 

It gives one a little ideii of the im- 
portance of this industry in Ainstev- 
dam TO realize that 400,000 diamonds 
WBVe c'lii and polinhed in a single fac- 
tory in one ^var alone, and tliat from 
three hundred to three liinidred and 
fifty men are daily employed in the 
different workrooms of tlii-s one com- 
pany. 

Splitting Process. 

The first of the tliree processes 
through whieli the rough, uncut di- 
amond ha.? to pass, is that of splitting 
the stone. JNleu are employed at thi.s 
,%vork_, which is all done l)y hand with- 
out tfhe aid of machinery. It is not a 
lengthy process, unles.s "the stone con- 
tains a great many flaws, for an ordin- 
ary diamond, weighing about ten 
ca,rals, can generally be sjjlit in iifteen 
ininute.s. The objecL is to divide llie 
rough, uncut diamond (containing 
flaws) into seveial pure, (lawless 
atonep, and in order to do this, Ktronjj 
pressure Is exerted on the weak spots 
{caused by flaws) by means of a dia- 
mond-tipijed tool, wldch is held in the 
light hnnd. It is an old and well- 
recogiiized principid that 'nothing but 
a diamond will cut a diamond.' In 
the left iiand is held a cnriotisly- 
■shaped little fraiue( into which ilii; 
rouglj diamond to be .split has been 
firmly waxed. 

Great pre.s.^ure is then used on tlie 
weak .spot, and in a few nioinents tlie 
diarnoTid .split.s into two portions. 
Should there be any more Haws in 
either of the.se sections the process is 
repeated until .several pure, flawless 
diamonds lie on the rough, wooden 
table.s of the workmen, rendy now fiU' 
the &eGoiid proees*, that of outting. 
i'his process, like the first, is almost 
entirely perfoniied by hand, buti witli 
Diie .striking dit'terence — the work is 
ay women and girls instead of men. 
Dnly on the ease of very hard, dilH- 
;nlt .=;toiU'.'; i.s machinery neeeissary, 
md tiien 'a mere man' is employed to 
ise it. 

The ^vork of diamond cutting is a 
lelioate and difficult ta.sk, veiy trying 
the eyes, too, for some of the dia- 
nonds are so minute that four hun- 
Ired of them or more may weigh only 
lali a. carat. Eacli worker is regpoiis- 
Hle ..for the piicket 0! diamonds she 
eoeivea at interval from the fore- 
romaiij^ iUid, if by accident she loses 
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one of the precious stones, she has 
either to find it) again or refund the 
its value. 

This Cutting Operation, 

The tools employed in diamond- 
cutting are very similar in appearance 
to tliose employed in the first process, 
that of diamond-splitting. In both 
cases diamonds are used as knives, 
after having been firmly waxed into 
the tip of peaisshaped tools. Th'ii 
women hold in the left hand tlie dia- 
mond they wish to cut, which has 
also been lirmly waxed into a wooden 
frame. Little jets of gas are alwavs 
kept burning on the various tables, 
re.afly to be used at any moment when 
melted wax is necessary. 

The only real difference in the two 
processes of diamond-splitting and 
diamond-cutting lies in the fact that 
whereas the men who split the dia- 
monds use pressure on one spot only 
(where the Haw occurs) the women 
spend their energies in rounding the 
whole stone and carefully cutting off 
all angles to bs seen on its surface 
by means of the sharp diamonds thev 
hold in their right hands. Oocasion"- 
ally they have very large diamond.s 
to cut, which takes a great deal of 
time, but an ordinary stone weigliing 
about ten carat.?, would take ou an 
average a whole day's -work— a day of 
eight hours. When the diamond has 
been sufllciently cut and rounded it 
13 then ready for the third and last 
proces.s, that of polishing. This work 
requires a great deal of time and 
skill, and is performed entirely by 
machinery, a huge steam-engine sup- 
plying the motive power for all the 
iron disks. 

The process of diamond-polishing 
consists in giving to the rounded dia- 
monds, what are. termed in technical 
language, their necessary "sides " 
All diamonds are divided into two 
classes, "brilliants" and "roses," al- 
though the only real difference be- 
tween ^tiiem lies in the number of 
"sides" they individually possess after 
having been polished in one of the 
many diamond factories. 



"brilliant" is pointed at both ends, 
while a "rose" diamond has one end 
flattened and the other pointed. 
When the diamond is ready to be 
polished it has to be first soldered in- 
to a pear-shaped frame made of zinc 
then dipped into a preparation of oil 
and diainond dust before being fasten- 
ed (with three others) into a strong 
frame, placed in close proximity to 
an iron wheel. This little di.slc is 
then set in motion by connecting it 
with the great engine' on the ground 
floor, and the wdieel immediately 
turns at the rate of 2,000 revolutions 
to the minute. As it revolves, the 
four diamonds set in the adjacent 
frame are gradually polished by 
means of the friction produced on 
their surface by the particles of dia- 
mond du.st in tlie oil into wdiich they 
have been dipped. 

Only one portion of a diamond can 
be polished at once and consequently 
when this part has been dealt witli. 
the stone has to be re-soldered, so 
that another portion of its .surface may 
bs subjected to the friction of the 
wheel. Thi.? proces.s of re-soldering 
takes place about) twenty times in the 
case of every "brilliant" before it can 
b3 considered to be thoroughly pol- 
ished and to have acquired all ths 
flfty-eight "sides." The "rose" dia- 
mond, with its smaller complement 
of twenty-four "sides," needs to be re- 
soldered only about six times. 

Many celebrated diamonds have 
been cut) and polished in the factory 
described, among them the "Victoria," 
weighing four hundred carats, the 
"Mogul," 279 carats, and the "Regent 
of France," now in the Louvre. The 
great "Kohinoor" diamond was re-cut 
here, and, although it lost half its 
weight in the process, its value was 
more than doubled.

T was a pounng 
'■;'"' night, and very few peo- 
pie ventured out except 
on the most urgent 
business. 
That particular night, 
however, was the one chosen by the 
Captain of the little corps to hold a 
cottage prayer meeting in the home 
of a saved drunkard, who had come 
under the influence of the Army. 
There were not many who came, but 
all who did, had braved the elements 
and come fully expecting showers of 
blessing in their souls. 

Filled with an earne.^t purpose, the 
Captain did her best to make the 
meeting as heplful and interesting jis 
possible, and encouraged each soldier 
present to take the opportunity to 
testily, which is a striking feature of 
Army meetings everywhere, whether 
great or small. They rose to the 
occasion, and one after another got 
up and related how the Spirit of God 
took hold of them through the sound 
of the Army drum, the sight of the 
flag or the hearing of a testimony ia 
the open-air. 

The youngest convert stood up to 
speak, and all eyes were fixed on him. 
He was a young fellow and had not 
gone far on the highway of pleasure 
and sin, but was stopped on the 
threshold. What had arrested this 
youth, and turned his whole thoughts 
and affections towards higher and 
better things than worldly pleasures 
and fleshly delights? Let him tell 
his own story. 

"Friends," he said, "I had no desire 
to be religious when I came to this 
country. I was intent only on making 
money and having a good time, but 
my friend here was a Salvationist, 
and he persuaded me to go down to 
the meeting one night. A comrade 
came and spoke to me about my soul 
and I began to think for myself about 
where I should spend Eternity. After 
going a few more times, I finally 
surrendered to Christ and got con- 
verted at the Army penitent form. 
My chum, here, wanted me to go to 
the open-air next night, but I didn't 
like the idea, and hung back for a 
long while. One day I stepped into 
the ring and ventured to give a testi- 
mony. I got such a blessing through 
it that it encouraged me to do so next 
time, and now I wouldn't stay a^vay 
from the open-air meetings for any- 
thing. It is getting hotter all the time 
and I intend to go on and follow 
Christ all the way." 

It was a quiet testimony and simi- 
lar to. many thousands of others, but 
it was powerful and convincing, from 
the fact that it was the speaker's own 
heartfelt experience, and the little 
company showed their appreciation of 
the simple words spoken, by fervent 
Amens and Hallelujahs, at intervals. 
Then they all heartily joined in sing- 
ing an. Army chorus, accompanied by 
hand-clapping : 

Further on, the way grows brighter, 
Count the mile-stones one by one ; 

Jesus will desert you never. 
It is better further on. 

The bright song echoed throughout 
the house, as the optimistic soldiers 
of : Salvation sang it again and again, 
.with ever increasing enthusiasm. 

In the room upstairs, was an un- 
saved family, and the owner of tlie 
house requested that prayers might 
ba offered fox: their Balvation. Then 



all dropped on their knees, and one 
after another, poured out the desires 
of their hearts to God, beseeching 
Him for strength to resist temptation 
in their own lives, asking Plis bless- 
ing on all their doings and pleading 
for the sinners and backshdera 
around. 

The little meeting was drawn to a 
close hy all singing, with hands up- 
lifted, "I'll be true. Lord, to Thee," 
and all arose refreshed and strength- 
ened by their season of united praise 
and prayer. The responsibility of a 
Salvation soldier does not cease when 
the meeting is over, however, and 
several of the more earnest souls 
gatliered around those whom thej' had 
observed to be suffering from some 
severe trial or temptation, and tried 
to cheer and encourage them. Others 
urged their unconverted friends to 
get right wnth God there and then, 
and so an after meeting for the anxi- 
ous and troubled came about in as 
informal a way as possible.

solidate the Army's spiritual and 
humanitarian work and so ensure its 
permanency. The Colonel adds that 
one of the most pleasing and encour- 
aging aspects of the poor people ia 
seen in the readiness with which they 
place their land at the disposal of the 
Army, and moreover, with their own 
Uan.ds erect barracks which answer 
the double purpose of school houses 
and halls for meetings. 

Brigadier Cooke has had a wonder- 
ful campaign in the Jaffna Distr-ct, 
resulting in 140 souls for pardon and 
salvation. Ten new soldiers were 
sworn in at Jaffna Town corps, and a 
wonderful impetus was given to the 
work in the district. 

Kandy has just concluded a soul- 
saving campaign with the following 
results ;— 99 gouls won, 47 new, sol- 
diers and recruits added to the rolls, 
and 2.3 new Juniors. During the voy- 
age to Colunibo, en route to South 
India, the infant child of Dr. and Mrs. 
Mumford died and was buried at sea. 
Much sympathy is felt for the be- 
. leaved parents.

A Norse Anchor Found. 

A Norse anchor has been found afi 
Crookston, six feet below the soil, al- 
though liow it came to be there can- 
not be satisfactorily explained.
